Floods Causing Havoc 
and Death. 


An Indiana Trestle Falls 
With a Train 


And Twenty Lives Are 
Lost. 


Bridge Carried Away at 
Seymour, Ind. 


Dayton, Ohio, Submerge 
ed by Water. 


Columbus, Ind., March 24.—'Twenty 


men killed, seventeen injured, three 


fatally, in the record of a horror caused 


today by a train plunging through a 


trestle one mile south of Columbus, on 


tho Louisville division of the Pennsyl­ 


vania railroad. 


High water had weakened a long 


trestle and a construction train had 


been sent out to make the repairs. 


The train ran on the trestle and when 


half way over the structure gave wav 


aud the train fell to the river below, 


Nineteen men were imprisoned in one 


car and were drowned.

Cincinnati, Ohio, March 24.—The 
situation at Dayton is distressing. The 
hospitals and public 
building* 
are 
crowded with persons driven from their 
homes. 
Not a railroad train is running 
in or out of the city. 


A t Middleton, Ohio, the Miami river 
is higher than it was during the Hood of 
18H0 aud is still rising.

It is the general imoression that the

However,

24. — Thirteen 
rainy days in M arch have brought 7.22 
Inches of w ater to the earth. 
Of this 
am ount 3.55 inches have fallen since 
Sunday. 
The heaviest rainfall of the 
year occurred Tuesday, culm inating in 
a downpour 
In 
the evening which 
brought the total precipitation for the 
day up to 2.36 inches. W hite river, Big 
Eagle and F all creek are out of their 
low banks and hundreds of acres of 
lowlands are overflowed and m any 
families have been driven from their 
homes. 
The dam age already done is 
great. 
Several bridges are reported 
w ashed aw ay. 
The railroads are su f­ 
fering as a result of flooded roadbeds 
and nearly all trains are late, while 
others have been abandoned. 
R eports 
from all over the state tell of the dis­ 
turbed condition and destruction by 
floods. 
M any 
Im portant 
towns 
are 
tem porarily cut oil and train s have been 
intirely abandoned on some roads. 


LoMe» May Ri^mvIi $1,000,000. 


The reports from the state concern­ 
ing the dam age will send the aggregate 
loss up In the hundreds of thousands. 
Perhaps the figures may reach $1,000,- 
000. 
All the stream s are overtlowinj? 
their banks, houses and railroad tracks 
have been washed away, grow ing crops 
have been seriously dam aged: In fact, 
general havoc has been created by the 
elem ents. 
W recks have been reported 
from different p arts of the state, and 
railroad traffic in Indiana, east of this 
city, is demoralized. 
Not a passenger 
train reached this city from the east 
or left yesterday over the Big Four, 
and other lines east fared no better.

FLOOD IN THE OHIO PECUM AU. 


All Coines from One Side of the River. 


Which 1h laieky. 


Cincinnati, M arch 24.—A peculiar and 
rem arkable flood Is filing the banks of 
the Ohio river. 
It Is peculiar in the 
circum stance th at from W heeling to 
Cairo no trib u tary on the left bank of 
the river m akes the slightest contribu­ 
tion to this great freshet. H ad the In- 
pour of w aters from stream s on the 
left bank been equal to th at of those on 
the right the flood would have equalled 
th at of 1884—perhaps surpassed It. The 
stage of w ater at P ittsburg Is phenom ­ 
enal. 
There has been a steady rain 
here since last Saturday, during which 
time 2.4(5 Inches have 
fallen 
a t 
this 
point, of which four-fifths of an inch 
fell w ithin thirty-six hours. News from 
central points in 
Indiana, 
and 
from 
Springfield, Troy. U rbana and SSanes- 
vllle, O,, Indicates a fall of from three 
and a half to four and a half Inches a t 
these places, with one-half this precipi. 
tatlon within thirty-six hours. 


N early all railroad» In central and 
Bouthern Ohio are either crippled or to­ 
tally disabled for the present. 
This is 
because of washouts, dangerous and de. 
Btroyed bridges, and the ilke. All over 
Ohio and Indiana, except perhaps In the 
extrem e northern parts, railroad traffic 
1« dem oralised. 
The M uiklngum , the 
Hocking, the Scioto and the tw o Miami 
river» In Ohio ieem likely to break their

DOW'» WITH ▲ RUSH OM ZANB8V1LLK 


Vorlj People Mltalng and Two Certalnljr 
Drowned—At Other Point*. 


Zanesville, O., M arch 24.—Muskingum 
and Licking rivers have risen fifteen 
feet and all the E ighth w ard and parts 
of four other w ards are submerged. 
Four thousand people have been driven 
from their homes, and very few of them 
have saved any of their household ef­ 
fects. The current of Licking river has 
turned down Lee street a half mile 
and is w ashing out everything in Its 
path. There have been a score of n a r­ 
row escapes and more th an fifty per­ 
sons are missing. Two bodies have 
been recovered. 


The supply of skiffs was wholly Inade­ 
quate to re.scue the people and it took 
all 
night 
to get 
them on dry land. 
Every railroad entering the city is tied 
up and all of them have experienced ac­ 
cidents. The num ber of lives lost here 
Is still a m atter of conjecture although 
It will not reach the original estim ate. 
The only bodies so fa r recovered are 
those of Mrs. Church and John Leach, 
drowned In their homes before being 
rescued, 
on all night. 


Pittsburg, 
M arch 24.—T hree 
great 
rivers—the 
M onongahela, 
Allegheny 
and Ohio—are now In a flooded condi­ 
tion and there Is every indication th at 
the loss to coal operators, m anufactur­ 
ers and property-holders in general will 
eclipse th at of the freshet of 1S91. Al­ 
ready river coal interests have suffered 
losses aggregating $100,000, while m anu­

WORK OF SPECIAL SESSION. 


Move to Give State Officers Better 
Salaries Maklnar Them State 
Assessors. 


Lansing, March 24.—Senator E. A. 
Blakcslee was yesterday honored by 
being elected chairman of the senate 
committee that will rei)ort on the Fln- 
gree ta.xation bill. 


The most formidable move of the day 
was the introduction in the house, by 
Uepresentatlve Smith, 
one of the 
strongest anti-Pingrecites in the legis­ 
lature, of a bill ju<st the same as the 
Pingree mea.sure, with the exception 
that the four members of the proposed 
board of assessors instead of being ap­ 
pointed by the governor, shall be the 
land commissioner, state 
treasurer, 
secretary of state and attorney gen­ 
eral. The fifth member is to b*i the 
auditor general as proposed in the Pin­ 
gree bill. 
The reason for this change 
is that it would be better to have the 
assessors 
elected 
by 
the 
people, 
and the oflicers named are all elect­ 
ed. 
It is urged that there might be 
some governor elected who would favor 
the railroads, and that his appointees 
might render nugatory the provisions 
of tlie proposed taxation law. 
But the 
real movement is said to come from the 
state otlicers themselves 
The four 
state otllcers named, except the audi- 
tor-general, are each paid only $1.000 a 
year or less, and they want the $10 a 
day and expenses that are to go to the 
members of the slate b jard of assessors.

w«MB fto le n o r H itom w dlieots atten­ 
tion to a Babylonian plan depleted oii a 
elaj tablet foond in the eioavatioDi at 
Tello and now preserved in the Con­ 
stantinople mnsenm. 
The plan was 
made abont 
8,000 years before the 
Ohristian era and represents an estate 
belonging to King Dungi. It is of im­ 
portance not only as a contribution to 
the early history of surveying, but also 
as a oonlirniation of the views on Baby­ 
lonian measures of length and of area 
propounded by Reisner at a meeting of 
the Berlin Academy of Sciences on 
April 9, 1806. 


A copy of the plan has been examined 
by Eisenlohr, the eminent authority on 
Egyptian archicology, and be claims to 
be able to read from the cuneiform in­ 
scription the names of the two survey­ 
ors engaged. 
On one side of the tablet 
there is a dimensioned sketch of the 
plan of tho estate not drawn to scale. 
The estate is divided by tho survey 
lines into rectangles, right angled tri­ 
angles and trapeziums. In each case 
tho area is stated, two results obtained 
by different methods being given. Eiseu- 
lohr has plotted tho survey, oud his 
calculations of the area agree w ith the 
results given on the tablet. On the 
other side of the tablet the areas of the 
various portions are added together, 
two sets of figures being used, and the 
arithmetical mean taken as the correct 
area. 


Tho unit adopted, tho “ gan, ” is 
thought to bo equal to 4,199 square me­ 
ters. Tho absolute measures are, how­ 
ever, of slight importance. More impvir 
taut is tho fact that land surveying was 
carried on 4,000 years B. C., apparent 
ly in an accurato nmnner, and certainly 
with check nieasureinonts.—Nature.

Explanatliia of the Neceimltj of the War 
Preparation». 


W ashington, M arch 24.—The prevail­ 
ing Impression am ong the Republican 
leaders of the house is th at th e presi­ 
dent will Intervene in C uba on hum ane 
ground.^, but it is positively stated by 
one of the m who is close to th e presi­ 
dent th at the intervention will not cotne 
until after the report of the board of 
inquiry in the M aine disaster goes to 
congress. "The two questions will be 
treated separately,” said he, “and the 
m essage relative to Cuba will be sent 
to congress soon afte r the report on the 
Maine question.” 
The Cuban message, 
as forecasted by a prom inent Republic­ 
an, w ill waive the question of the Maine 
disaster, and p utting aside th a t aw ful 
occurrence will be in effect a declara­ 
tion to Spain th a t the present m ethods 
of w arfare in Cuba m ust cease. It will 
result in intervention in case Spain de­ 
m urs. The message will be accompanied 
by the reports of the consuls in Cuba. 


The w’a r view w'hich a t the present 
moment has attained such a powerful 
hold on congress, as well as m ost of the 
Jllgh officials w ithin adm inistration in­ 
fluence, is largely predicated upon the 
theory th at Spain cannot and will not 
yield to the dem ands which this country 
will make. Dolliver says th a t interven­ 
tion on hum ane grounds will place our 
action upon a m oral level th a t would 
command the broad sym pathy of the 
world. 
We could afford, he says, to 
waive all question as to the Maine, if 
the board does not fix the responsibility 
for the disaster on Spain, in order to 
make the greater issue. 
A prom inent 
m em ber of the house who has been sev­ 
eral times in consultation with the pres­ 
ident recently, and who possesses as 
much unoflicial inform ation of the cause 
of the Maine disaster probably as the 
president does, says th at while the re­ 
port of the board will not fix the respon­ 
sibility for the explosion it 
will 
be 
startling in Its nature. 


“The independence of Cuba can be ob­ 
tained without war, if President Mc­ 
Kinley is left alone and is not forced by 
the extrem e Culian sym pathizers,” said 
Senator Elkins yesterday, who at the 
sam e tim e announced th at he w as doing 
w hat he could to prevent hasty action 


1-1 the senate and urging senators to 
gi.-e the president time to carry out hln 
own policy. Elkins said th at in his opin ­ 
ion the destitute should be cared for 
and th at peaceful m eans uould bring 
about the freedom of Cuba. It is known 
th at a great deal of work has bct*n done 
about the senate by .‘Jenators who are 
known as conservatives. Rcqiu*sts have 
been made th at the senate aw aii tlie ac­ 
tion of the president and th at no fu r­ 
ther attem pts l)e made to intensify the 
strained situation.
